In considering the agri- 


cultural bill the executive had before 
him many requests that he veto the 
measure because- of the order repeal- 
ing the daylight saving law.

White House that the president prob- 
ably would so time his schedule as to 
reach the Pacific coast at the time of 
the. arriva\ there of the newly created 
Pacific fleet which 
is to start 
from 


Hampton Roads for-' San' Francisco 
about the-middle of this mor.th. 
To Receive Correspondents. 


. Soon after entering his 
office the 


president sent word that 
he would 
receive newspaper correspondents to- 
morrow at iO:15 a., m. It 
was 
be- 


lieved he would explain his views to 
the correspondents, for their informa- 
tion and submit to questioning as was 
the case when he received the corre- 
spondents ^after iiis return' home in 
March.

The president .remained steadily at 


work for several' hours and was not 
interrupted. At noon it was said that 
none of the bills before him had been 
•sig-ned.

that his signature would be attached 
to a number of them before the end 
of the clay.
